All attempts to ex- 
tend the existing commercial dis- 
tricts have been heavily voted down 
by the residents. The stores and 
shops of Palo Alto, Menlo Park | 
and Redwood City, being easily ac- 
cessible, make it unnecessary for 
any large commercial district in| 
Atherton. 


The new proposed, comprehen-
